Editor of the Red Deer Advocate 
Gives His Views on Four 
Questions 


An Interesting Article on What It 
Costs to Develope Our Gold Mines. 
Sixteen Shillings to Get a 
Sovereign 


The first question which will con¬ 
front the voter for his choice on the 
liquor sale plebiscite on November 6' 
will be—Are you in favor of the con¬ 
tinuation and development of the pre¬ 
sent Liquor Act. This means the total 
prohibition of the wholesale and retail 
sale of liquor within the province for 
beverage purposes. At present, this 
prohibition Act' is supplemented by 
Dominion legislation passed at the re¬ 
quest of this province which prohibits 
I the importation of liquor into this 
| province for beverage purposes. A n 
i affirmative vote on question one would 
1 retain this prohibition as well. The 
first question includes also any amend¬ 
ments to the existing Liquor legisla¬ 
tion which new conditions may re¬ 
quire. 

The second question—the licensed 
sale of beer—meets the request of the 
Temperance Act, which over 60,000 
petitioners asked to have made the 
law of the Province under the Direct 
Legislation Act, either by direct ac¬ 
tion of the Legislature, or following a 
favorable vote of,the people on the 
submission of the Act to them under a 
referendum. This policy provides 
principally for the sale of beer in 
hotels with meals, but does not ex¬ 
clude, as the editor understands it, its 
sale on licensed premises in other 
ways. • The sale of spirits for bever¬ 
age purposes would be prohibited as at 
present. 

The third alternative is the sale of 
beer for beverage purposes by the 
Government direct to private consum¬ 
ers without the intervention of hotels 
or other licensed premises. This 
would entail the establishment of gov¬ 
ernment vendors’ premises through¬ 
out the province. The sale of spirits 
for beverage purposes would be prohi¬ 
bited as at present. In fact, the first 
three of the four questions on the 
ballot provide for the total prohibi¬ 
tion of the sale of spirits for beverage 
purposes within the province. 

The fourth question gives the voter 
the opportunity of . pronouncing in 
favor of the sale of all liquors for 
beverage purposes by or through 
government vendors. The beer may 
be consumed on licensed premises— 
that is, with meals or in other ways in 
hotels or clubs—or in private resi¬ 
dences. The wines and spirits are to 
be sold by the government vendors 
under a permit system, those citizens 
wishing to purchase being allowed to 
do so on payment of a license, this 
license to be subject to revocation in 
some cases.- Transients are also al¬ 
lowed to purchase permits. 

The vote is to be taken on what is 
known as the preferential vote system. 
With one prohibition choice, and 
three Liquor Sale choices, the advan¬ 
tage otherwise would lie with the 
supporters of the prohibitory act, as 
their votes would be concentrated on 
one choice, while the anti-prohibition 
vote would be split up among three 
choices. With the preferential vote, 
"however, the voter marks his or her 
ballot 1, 2, 3 and 4, in the order of 
their choices. If the Prohibition ques¬ 
tion gets a clear majority of No. ones 
on the first count over all the other 
three choices added together, then the 
present Liquor Act is sustained. If it 
does not, machinery is provided in the 
count whereby thq^second, third, and 
fourth choices of the -voters are 
brought into effect in an equitable 
way, until finally one survivor is left. 
A voter is not bound to make his 
choice in succession of all four ques¬ 
tions, he may vote for only one, or 
two, or three; the Legislature is 
anxious, however, to have as wide a 
-selection as possible, so as to get the 
mind of the voters.

POLICY OF ECONOMY 


Government Using the Axe in Dis¬ 
missing Officials in Various 
Branches of Service 


Retirements from the provincial 
government service during the past 
week, include H. G. Dimsdale, Head of 
the highways commission; Alex. Gal¬ 
braith, superintendent of fairs and 
institutes of the agricultural depart¬ 
ment; A. P. C. Belyea, director of 
surveys of the public works depart¬ 
ment; J. W. Mitchell, of Calgaxy, 
superintendent of labor bureaus, and 
others. " * 

These retirements and others have 
been occasioned by the reorganization 
of the governmental branches which 
is now taking place, in accordance 
withthe government’s policy of eco¬ 
nomy, and which involves the reduc¬ 
tion of the staffs of some of the de¬ 
partments, and the consolidation of 
the work of different branches. A 
considerable reduction has already 
taken place in some of the staffs.

A new map of the province 
on a small scale, printed in six colors 
and showing the railways and main 
highways, the natural resources, and 
different classes of land, the altitudes 
and other information has been issued 
and is being used by the publicity de¬ 
partment for publicity and immigra¬ 
tion purposes. 

A. G. Browning, for a number of 
years deputy attorney general, will 
leave the service of the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment the coming fall, and will re¬ 
move to Ontario, for reasons of 
health.
